SAN FRANCISCO - The sound of 
workmen hammering and the smell 
of sawdust in the air heralds the 
end of an era in SF Chinatown. 
The building which once housed the 
Sun Sing Theatre on 1021 Grant 
Avenue js being converted into a 
Shopping mall by its Present 
tenants. 

The renovations have also Uncov- 
ered 3a potentially historic find -- 
Some 33-753 _ feature films stored 
behind a wall. According to Steven 
Gong， business manager for the 
Pacific Film Archives， who 
inspected the _ films earlier this 
week，the films "may provide an 
important Sample of the popular 
films of that time (60's-”70'S).They 
need to be inventoried before 让 
can be decided what to do with 
them. 

Gong was able to look at only 10 


out of some 300 cases of the films 
during his short inspection. Removal 
of the films has not yet been 
arranged. 

The manager of the new Shopping 
mall Kong Jiee _ Chen told 无 [ 久 that 
there will be 16 retail shops located 
on the first foor of the property， 
ranging from 250 to 1,000 square 
feet each. The slanted audience area 
has been raised into one level. "We 
are Only changing the inside of the 
building，not the outside,” Chen 
Sald.

In the 100 years 
after 1840，Tibet fell victim to 
outside aggression， as did other 
piIovinces. In 1888 and 1904 Tibet 
(was occupied by) Britain. . . 


Even during those difficult years 
when those foreign powers were 
maneuvering to detach Tibet from 
China by encouraging separatism， 
none of them went So far as to 
recognize Tibet as an independent 
state. . . So，that means when the 
Dalai Lama Said，(while he was) 
here in the United States，that 
before 1949-$0，Tibet was an inde-

Tibet has always been considered a 
part of China. . . . 


(Concerning) the two incidents in 
Lhbasa on Sept. 22 and Oct. 23，. . .

Tibet has one Prisom and two 
labor camps with a total of 974 
inmates (and) 97.2% of the inmates 
werIe conVvicted on criminal chiarges. 
Only 27 were imprisoned for coun- 
ter-revolutionaiy _ activities The two 
criminals Who were Shot recently， 
(was) because they had committed 
veIy Serious offtenses， They killed 
Tibetan people through very cruel 
(methods) . . . 


HUMAN RICHTES 


As a_ matter of fact， the human 
rights Situation (is) much better 这 
Tibet in terms of the improvement 
of more education，more cultural 
facilities，more hospitals. . 

Before the democratic reforms of 
1939-01，there were only 13 primary 
schools and one middle school，At 
the end of 1986，Tibet had 14 col- 


leges， 13 technical schools， 64 
middle Schools， 2388 “primary 
Schools， 2S Scientific research 


institutions and more than 1160 
Sports，cujltural and performing arts 
groups. . . 

For historical Teasons，Tibet is 
still an Undeveloped area of China， 
although China as a whole is a 
developing  _ country The Central 
authorities have tried very hard to 
help Tibet and I think will con- 
tinue to do S0. 

Tibet has also opened UP. Tour- 
ism is fast-growing in Tibet， In 
1986 alone，there were 30,000 tour- 
ists going to Tibet， So Ithink 
everIything's improving.

NEW YORK - From seven to 
eleven masked gunmen entered 3 
seafood wholesale company at 81 
Catherine Street in Chinatown 
Wednesday，Nov，4，at 12:13， am， 
and opened fire，leaving two dead 
and one wounded，according to 
Police reports from New York'S 
Fitth Precinct. 

Dead were 43-year-o0ld Erankie 
Wong of 20 Monroe St.，with two 
bullets in his back，and 31-year-old 
Taosun Yeung of 81 Ludlow St,， 
with one bullet in his head and 
another in his back. 

The wounded victm was 29-year- 


old Cho Hung of 23 Eldridge St. 
He was hit with two bullets in his 
head and two in his legs， Hung was 
admitted to Bellevue Hospital and 
listed in _ critical condition. 

According to Sargeant John Cif- 
ford of the Fifth Precinct， the 
murders are "posSibly gang related. 
There also may have been "gamb- 
ling in the basement"” of the build- 
ing，though the seaftood business 
probably was unconnected to the 
incident，according to Clifftord.

BERKELEY - The push for an 
Ethnic Studies 引 aduation require- 
ment was the focus of a Symposium 
held on the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley campus Wednesday 
night October 28. 

The Symposium， "Racial and Eth- 
nic Pluralism in the_ Curriculum of 

California Higher Education,'”was 
the second of a two-part Program 
called “IThe Educated Californian. 

Both afternoon and evening Por- 
tions consisted of panel discussions 
by _ university _ students and faculty 
Iepresenting departments Such as 
English， Ethnic Studies， and 
Mechanical Engineering. 

The evening Program began with 
a keynote address by UC Santa 
Barbara Professor Mario Garcia， 
who warned that the_ growing diver- 
Sity ip California's ethnic make-up 
has caused a backlash in higher 
education. 

Garcia，who teaches both history 
and Chicano _ studies， cited Alan 
Bloom's Tecent bestseller， THne 
Closizg of the 4merzcaz Mid as 
an example of such a backlasn. In 
his book Bloom claims that a "sof- 
tening of academic standards” in 
many top universities is due to the 
presence of "unqualified minority 
Students.… 

Bloom called for a_ return to a 
strict _ curriculum based on Western 
culture and principles in order to 
improve the quality of education. 


Garcia Stressed that "ethnic 


culture had never been Un-Amer- 
ican; 让 is in fact quintessentially 
American.”

Two Professors on the Panel 
expressed doubts about an Ethnic 
Studies curriculum approach. 

Guy Swanson，a_ Professor of Psy- 
chology，repeatedly reminded the 
audience that "we need to be dead 
honest with each other about what 
the impediments are 3and where 
none exist at al 

Claiming that the historic 
achievements of minorities is proof 
against institution-wide discrimina- 
tion，Swanson Praised the Successes 
of Asians，Hispanics，and blacks.

Rehabilitating Chinatown Property Reaps 
Tax Benefits for Owners

SAN FRANCISCO - 开 a proposal 
designating Chinatown as a histori- 
cal district passes the City Planning 
Commission and the Board of Sup- 
ervisorSs，Chinatown PITOperty Owners 
stand to Teceive Significant tax 
SavingSs，according to David Prowler 
of the' Chinatown Resource Center. 

The new federal Tax Reform Act 
prIovides a 20%0 tax credit for reha- 
bilitation costs to "historic” 
buildings. IThe tax credit is sub- 
tracted from the amount the tax- 
payer oOwes on the tax bill，unlike a 
deduction，which is subtracted from 
taxable income. 

To qualify for the tax credit the 
building must either be listed 
individually in the National Regis- 
ter Of Historic Places or be consid- 
ered “contributory” to a designated 
historical district. 

While a property owner can peti- 
tion SF and California for histori- 
cal certification of a building，the 
Process would be greatly Simplified 
by the passage of the proposal. 

The new tax act also Provides 
credit for_ rehabilitation of low-cost 
housing， State tax credit is _ also 
available. 


REDUCED COSTS 


By combining the various tax 
credits， "a prIoperty Owner can 
reduce the after-tax cost of rehabil- 
itation to _ virtually nothing，while 


improving the safety and useful life 
of the building” said Prowler at a 
Tecent prIess conference publicizing 
the issue，

million Per year (for tax credit). 
But not SO many people have fig- 
ured out how to use it" said Steve 
Taber，an attorney with Hanson， 
Briegett，Marcus，Vlahos and Rudy.

The Resource Center has sent 
their brochure to every property 
Owner in the Proposed Chinatown

He notes that today's patrons are 
younger，with higher standards of 
service and quality than patrons of 
older style restaurants. He said that 
older patrons dont dine out or 
entertain 3S Imuch as they nsed to 
and constitute a Smaller portion of 
the market.

ILui says Hong Kong-style food 
tends to be "a_ little more Sophisti- 
cated。 The char Siu bows，for 
example，used to be big and heavy. 
Now theyre smaller，more delicate. 
For nutrition-conscious customers 
this style fits their needs. 


COMPETITION 


Most agree that while there has 
been an influx of other Asian Tes- 
taurants，such ,as Thai or Vietnam- 
ese，this isn't the main source of 
competition. "Most Chinese People 
still eat Chinese food”Lui says. 

Other Teasons for the downturn 
cited by several Chinatown Tesidents- 
included a lack of safebs-insuffi- 
cient parking，and-Iimited activi- 
ties ip Chiaatfown and the g 氏 Oowth 
of _rcstfaurants and Chinese g0Oceries 
in the Richmond and Sunset dis- 
tricts. 

"Chinatown's. not jlike it used to 
be 20 years` ago,” reflects one 
Iesident. “Everyone would come here 
On the weekends and it might. 
There would be all kinds of things 
happening. Now，everythings closed 
by midnight. 

"Chinatown used to be the safest 
place in the city” he continues. 
You could go onut till three or four 
oO'clock in the morning and it would 
be all right. Now，even I (a man in 
his forties) shudder a little walking 
outside late at night. 


Lui says that Hong 玫 ong busi- 
nessmen considering investing in 
Chinatown restaurants “might hesi- 
tate because Chinatown 这 more 
quiet than before. It used to be just 
Chinatown，but now there's little 
Chinatown on Clement and on the 
peninsula，So they don't want to 
inVvest.” 

Lui explains that his company 
originally chose Embarcadero -Four 
downtown as the location for Har- 
bor Village because there afre to 
Imany ITestaurants in Chinatown - 
"in the 100sS" - and they wanted to 
avoid competing with other Chinese 
Testaurants. "Even 让 yoUre success-

big fish outside.” 

"Chinese and other minorities 
have more power now and can 80 
outside (their communities). They 
are accepted more (now) by the 
(other) Americans. 


PROMOTING CHINATOWN 


Businessmen agree with Lui that 
because the market ip the commu- 
nity i limited，there is a need 
to promote Chinatown to the (non- 
tourist) non-Asian community in the 
Bay Area. Lui laments the fact that 
"we (Chinese) always Undercut oOUT- 
selves _ without improving quality 
and service to capture 3a higher 
Price (in the market). 


O 〇 ne Teal estate broker complains 
that the Chinese community only 
promotes certain events，Ssuch as the 
Chinese New Years Day parade 
and the Mid-Autumn festival. “They 
should outdo what they do at Fish- 
erman's Wharf”he Says。 He notes 
that more conventioneers could be 
drawn to Chinatown through the 
use of billboards or by running 
cable cars through Chinatowan. 

The SF Chamber of Commerce 
and the San Francisco Visitors and 
Convention Bureau relies primarily 
on the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
Imerce for publicity. 


A Spokesperson for the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce said that the 
problems are within Chinatown 
itself. “In order to attract customers， 
Chinatown itself must be good. 
Even 让 you do a good job promot- 
ing it， 站 its not good，Ppeople 
arent going to keep on coming.” 

He cited problems of safety.“The 
(police) have to watch them (the 
crime element)， We (the Chamber of 
Commerce) camt be policing the 
Place all the time.” 

The Chinese Chamber spokesper- 
Son explained that Chinatown is 
also caught in the economic dowan- 
turn that is Ooccurring in the US. 

He notes that other businesses 这 
Chinatown are failing too. "You See 
all the stores that are going out of 
business in Chinatown2?” he asKks. 
"ItS American Society that the 
Problem” he SayS. "There's Do
